STEAMER DACIA SUNE.

Dacia, which was seized by a French

After the out- 
break of hostilities it was purchased by 
Edward N. Breitung and changed its 
registry and became an American ship. 
Laden with cotton destined for Germany 
it Was on its way from the United States 
to Rotterdam when picked up by a French 
cruiser last February and taken into 
Brest. 

The seizure of the vessel later was con- 
firmed by a prize court end the cargo of 
cotton was purchased through a special 
-appropriation. In August the Dacia was 
sold through the prize court and its new 
French owner renamed it the Teer.

Climax of Long Fight. 

The killing of the Durand herd was 
climactic in the fight that started when 
foot and mouth disease was discovered 
in Lake County. The state live stock 
commission early in August quarantined 
Crabtree farm, and afterwards, upon the 
discovery of infection in the herd, or- 
fered the animals killed. 

An injunction restraining veterinarians

Widening of Twelfth 
Street, 


The first big legal victory on the first 
big step in carrying out the great cen- 
tral street plan for the relief of conges- 
tfon in the loop district.“ 

The significance of Judge Brentano's 
decision in the Twelfth street widening 
case was expressed in these words yes- 
terday by Charles H. Wacker, chairman 
of the Chicago plan commission. Judge 
Brentano overruled the objections of 

‘certain property owners against the 

Twelfth street improvement. 


Called Great Undertaking. 

“The people of Chicago are to be con- 
gratulated on the decision,” continued 
Mr. Wacker. “ How much it means is 
not realized now. This is the biggest 
thing ever undertaken in a great city for 
such benefits as will accrue with the 
widening of Canal street—and the Michi- 
gan avenue improvement north of Ran- 
dolph street, which is set for trial in 
the County court Dec. 20. These with 
Twelfth street will complete the chain 
of improvements for traffic relief in: the 
central district. The benefits will affect 
the whole city. 

Our cumbersome legal procedure has 
caused the Twelth street improvement 
to drag a long time. The plan commis- 
sion is hopeful that the condemnation of 


the property will go forward as rapidly| . 


as court proceedings will permit.” 
New Viaduct Planned. 

Under the plan for widening Twelfth 
etreet it is proposed to make the street 
108 feet wide between Aghiand boulevard 
and Canal street and 118 feet wide from 
Canal street to Michigan avenue. A new 
viaduct over the railroads and a new 
bridge over the river are part of the 
scheme. The objections to the improve- 
ment were argued for two months before 
Judge Brentano. 

The step to be taken by the board of 
lecal improvements will be to get jury 
a warde im condemnation proceedings 
against approximately $3,000,000 worth 
of property. 

“A great public improvement is here 
involved to which much thought has been 
given by public spirited men.“ Judge 
Brentano said in his decision. “ The 
vastness of the enterprise in question 
eppeals to the sober judgment of the

Chicago Machine Expert ‘Saves France 
by Putting Modern Methods in Factories 


BY FLOYD P. GIBBONS. 

When France heard the call for greater 
and still greater supplies of munitions 
for its armies in the field it was to Amer- 
ica and to Chicago that it came for a 
certain American who would cross the 
water and furnish much needed assist- 
ance no less important than that fur- 
nished to the struggling American colo- 
nists by the Marquis Lafayette. 

This man who has repaid, partially at 
least, the debt of all Americans to one 
high spirited Frenchman bas returned to 
hie work in Chicago. He is Witiem F. 
Carmody, foreman of the Felt & Tarrant 
Manufacturing company, at 1717 North 
Paulina street. 

He sita at a table on the fourth floor 
of the big machine plant and inspects 
small pieces of tool work whose dimen- 
sions must be accurate to the thousandth 
part of an inch. His knowledge and ex- 
perience with the installation and opera- 
tion of the modern screw machine has 
made him a recognized expert. 


— 
France, working under old methods 
based on the needs of former wars, sud- 
denly found that with its resources and 
believed preparedness it was unable to 
produce in two or three days the munl- 
tions that its armies consumed in one day. 
It ‘was quick to learn that the life of the 
nation depended upon greater efficiency. 
With this decision the reputation for me- 
chanical supremacy immedaitely passed 
from the old world to the new and the 
American screw machine, with a capacity 
for output ten times as great as the Euro- 
pean machinery, stepped into its own. 
When France called for the one men in 
America most capable of changing the 


French munition plants to conform with 
American methods of efficiency, the screw 
machine manufecturers even went out- 
alde their own plants and recommended 
Carmody. 

Carmody’s salary at the Felt & Terrant 
plant is nothing small, but the compen- 
sation which the French government of- 
fered for hia services doubled it several 
times and then some. He obtained a fur- 
lough and salled last April. 

In the company of French army officials 
and engineers he was rushed from one 
munition plant to another. He found an- 
tiquated time-losing machinery being 
worked night and day, but only produc- 
ing an output far below the demand. 


— 

Some French screw machines needed 
two and three men each to operate them. 
Carmody began to demonstrate the su- 
periority of the American machine, five 
of which could be tended by one man. 
The installation of the American ma- 
chines followed. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars worth of them survived the 
dangers of torpedoes and were landed in 
France. 

Through interpreters Carmody instruct- 
ed foremen in the operation of the ma- 
chines. These in turn instructed the 
workmen. The American machinist was 
kept on the go night and day. He was 
whirled from one munkion plant to an- 
other by automobile.

In Paris he installed sixty of the ma- 
chines in two plants, both of which had 
been making automobile parts before the 
war. He directed changes in the appli- 
cation of power in other plants, to the 
increase of efficiency and output. 

In Marseilies he placed seventy-five of 
the American machines and transformed 


— — 


one plant that had been making motors 
and bakers’ machines into a shrapnel 
factory. In St. Chambon, Orleans, and 
elsewhere he replaced the methods of 
1870 with up to the minute American effi- 
lency, and increased the output tenfold. 

Carmody returned to Chicago last 
month, his work abroad finished. Letters 
bearing the appreciation of the French 
people preceded him. Carmody its mod- 
est about his work, and refuses to talk 
about it. Not so with his friends, who 
tell the story of one enthusiastic French 
patriot who kissed the American ma- 
chinist as he was leaving Paris and fer- 
vently declared: 

Tou have saved France.

Dorr E. Felt, president of the manufac- 
turing company, ie Carmody’s employer, 
although the two work together like fel- 
low employés. The manufacturer is one 
of the few who haa refused numerous 
large offers to conform his plant and make 
munitions or the tools for the manufac- 
ture of munitions. 

“ We're neutral,” said Mr. Felt. Our 
organization is world-wide. The men 
from our Berlin office are fighting in the 
German trenches. In northern France 
and Flanders they are opposed by men 
from our offices in London and Paris. 
Some of our Italian employés are with 
their nation’s forces at the front, and 
likewise the workers in our Petrograd 
office are fighting with the Russians. 

“We make adding machines, but we 
can make munitions. We are ready and 
willing at any time to transform our 
plant and start turning out ammunition 
by the ton, but for Uncle Sam only—eh, 
Carmody.”

Mora y Del Rio, archbishop of Mexico;

The statement said 
in part: 

* Neither Don Venustiano Carransa nor 
any other person need have a fear that 
Mexican bishops and clergy may be an 
obstacle to the restoration of peace in 
Mexico, eince such restoration has been 
the aim of all our works, writings, pray- 
ers, and exhortations to the faithful dur- 
ing the last years of civil war in our un- 
happy country. 

“We have not violated, even in the 
least, the laws of our country and we 
don’t fear any accusation against us.
